More Vanda Joaguim Orchids flowers are used and sold in the U.S. than any other 
orchid: Millions of these flowers are flown in from Hawaii every month. The flower is 
lavender, up to 3 inches in size. They are free blooming under ideal conditions. They 
require 12 hours of full light or full sun, near a window or out of doors. They should be 
sprinkled daily. They require temperatures of not lower than 58 at night and; 7>-or more 
by day. They grow well in either peat moss, osmunda, rich humus or compost. T offer 12 
fine rooted cuttings for $5 prepaid. They should Gleam within 6 to 8 montis or sooner. 


Cattleya Mendelii is an exquisite and very scarce orchid from Columb ) South | 7 196 
America. The flowers are 6 to 8 inches in size, and vary from light pink rt der a 
with deep magenta frilled lip. They bloom strongly around Mother's Day in May. Plairbs: 
range from $8.50 to $15 for blooming size plants. 


Cattleya Gaskelliana is a very vigorous grower and producer of fine 6 to 8 inch size 
flowers. Flowers vary from rose, lavender to pink. They have excellent form and texture, 
They come from Venezuela. They are good Easter to July bloomers and often bloom a second 
time in the Fall of the year. Plants range from $8.50 to $15 for strong, vigorous plants. 


Cattleya Gigas was once considered the largest flowering orchid plant in the world, 
as many plants have produced 8 to 10 inch size flowers!... They like a cool climate and 
lots of light. The petals and sepals are rose, the lip is crimson with yellow markings. 
An exquisite orchid with "eyes" in the throat, which has given it the nickname of "the 
ae with the eyes". They bloom usually during June and July. Fine plants are $8.50 
to $15.00. 


Cattleya Mossiae is one of the most popular orchids in the world for a very simple 
reason. It blooms chiefly from around Easter to Mother's Day. The flower is from 6 to 8 
inches in size. It has a lovely striated throat, and the petals and sepals are on the 
rose side. The lip is magenta. A very fragrant orchid and a heavy producer of fine 
flowers. Plants range from $8.50 to $15.00. 


Rare Orchids are always in great demand and I always have a few to offer. Golden 
Yellow Cattleyas with Ruby Lips are something you have to see to believe. Flowers are 6 
to & inches and plants bloom late in the summer around August to September. A few avail- 
able at $12 to $15. A few Yellow hybrids also available. These often run to cream 
shades, others to bronze shades. If you order more than one of these yellow hybrids I 
will give you two or more color variations. Order now while prices are low as these get 
very scarce around June. Also have a few summer-to-fall blooming "red orchids". The 
lips on these are blood red and with dark purple-red flowers. $12 for a nice plant. 

Some of these are worth $50 when in bloom, so get them now. 


Fall and Winter blooming Lavender orchids always available from $8.50 to $15. These 
are good commercial types, producing fine, large 6 to 8 inch flowers. Some are hybrids 
and some are species. A few smaller ones available now and then for $5.00, but regardless 
of size all are plants of blooming size. 


WHITE ORCHIDS can be supplied for spring or winter blooming. These range in price 
from $10 to $15.00. The petals and sepals are pure white and the throat is usually a pale 
golden shade. Flowers average 6 inches or 7 inches in size. I also have a free-blooming 
White-with-colored-lip. These produce white flowers with a brilliant wine lip. The 
flower is smaller than usual--around 5 inches in size, but the plants bloom all year 
around on each new growth. Plants range from $7.50 to $15 in size. This is a scarce item 


I can furnish plants to bloom at any season, and in fact any month of the year. Some 
plants of course have a special season so if you have some special requirement let me know 
and I will endeavor to comply.

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At the Orchid show in Seattle, Washington, April 3rd, 
Rosalie Claire Tempest, an amateur orchid grower, blithely 
ran off with a Red Ribbon and Second Prize. It is re- 
markable, when you consider that Rosalie has been grow- 
ing orchids only a year, and that her competition included 
hundreds of leading orchid growers from Europe, the 
United States and Hawaii! 


Many commercial growers who have seen her little 
greenhouse on the rooftop of her home wonder at the 
amazing growth, vigor and vitality of her plants, since 
she uses no plant food, fertilizer or hormones on her 
orchid plants. Her secret is simply good light, a light 
water spray on the leaves every morning on sunny days, 
plus two good pot waterings a week. In the winter time 
the temperature in her greenhouse will average 72 degrees 
by day and around 60 at night. 


Since Seattle has the dubious honor of being known 
as a rainy, cloudy city, many commercial growers have 
felt that some kinds of orchids would not flower well 
in Seattle because of the long, dark winter days. Some 
of them are now reconsidering their position in the light 
of what Rosalie Tempest has been able to do with her 
orchid plants. For example, the plant that took the prize, 


a Dendrobium Nobile from India, first bloomed for her 
Nov. 18th, 1953, producing 20 flowers. Then, less than 
5 months later, on April 3rd, 1954, it produced 42 flowers 
to snatch the Second Prize at the Seattle Orchid show. 


Inasmuch as Dendrobium Nobiles rarely bloom before 
February the plant received a special writeup in the 
Seattle Post Intelligencer back in November for this 
remarkable achievement. One skeptical commercial grower 
traveled 20 miles to see if this were true! The winning 
plant was purchased from Samuel L. Presner of Coral 
Gables, Florida, an orchid enthusiast and commercial 
grower and importer. It is Presner’s belief that the good 
light intensity from Mrs. Tempest’ rooftop greenhouse, 
and freedom of shadows is the reason for her ability to 
bloom many orchid plants several times a year, while 
commercial growers are struggling with theirs. 


So if you would grow orchids successfully, remember 
you need just two basic requirements above all. First; 
good light, such as you would have in growing African 
Violets. Second; a heated home in the winter where your 
plants will receive 70 degrees or more by day and around 
58 to 60 at night. If you can supply these two basic 
requirements the rest is easy. Try it and see! 
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
